Homes of Charles Kaiser and William 
Niehaus Burned to the Ground 
After They Had Been Com- 
pletely Looted. 


-A week-long reign of burglary in the 
neighborhood of the Pastime Athletic 
Grounds, just outside the western city lim- 
its, had its climax Tuesday night in the 
burning of the homes of Charles Kaiser and 
William Niehaus, while most of the famil- 
fes living in the vicinity were witnessing 
the Veiled Prophet's parade. 

The miscreants who added incendiarism 
to burglary at the Kaiser home, 6319 Spen- 
cer place, have terrorized the locality for 
a week past. As they live beyond the city 
limits, the people of the neighborhood can- 
not secure protection of the city lice, 
and they are dependent wholly on the in- 
termittent attentions of the county's depu- 
ties and constables. 

Mr. Kaiser and his entire family were . 
downtown Tuesday night; all having been 
away from the house since 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Mr. Niehaus was also away, 
but his wife and two daughters were at 
home. The two houses closel adjoined 
each other, and both were handsome two- 
story frame residences of a modern design. 

It was shortly after 9 o'clock when_the 
Kaiser house was seen to be on fire. John

Lerd, Spend- 
thrift, Committed Suicide. 


DISSIPATED HALF A MILLION. 


HAD COME FROM KANSAS CITY, 
HIS HOME. 


Wrote Zetters to His Wife and Brother 
and Posted Them, Thus Leading 
to Finding His Body in the 
Vacant House. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Oct. 3—One 
week ago Robert McCurdy Lord, spend- 
thrift of an inherited fortune of half a mil- 
lion dollars, rented a vacant house in this 
city. 

Yesterday he was found in the house 
dead from the effects of gas which he had 
deliberately inhaled with the purpose of 
ending a life that was no longer of value 
to him. 

Robert McC. Lord inherited a large for- 
tune from his mother, who owned two 
farms in what is now Kansas City, Mo. He 
Sank $50,000 in a short time in a saloon ven- 
ture in Kansas City, and spent mucWN money 
on horses. He owned the team Brilliant and 
Botanic that took prizes at St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and Kansas City herse shows. Lord 
left Kansas City about three years ago and 
| became a race-track plunger. 
| He wrote farewell letters to his wife and 
| brother. Then placing a rubber tube in his 
| mouth he inhaled gas until death came. He 
was the fifth of his family to die by suicide. 

For two days the body lay in the empty 
house. The letters, reaching their destina- 
tion, gave the first news of the tragedy to- 
day. Following is Lord's letter to his wife: 

“Mount Vernon, N. Y.—My Dear Wife: Il 
have sent you my watch and money by 
express. Don’t be bothered about anything 
you may hear. I am doing what I think 
to be best, and I.wish that you would take 
it all for the best. I am sorry to leave 
you and the children, but it is not well for 
me to do otherwise. 

“With many kisses, I am your loving 
husband. ROBERT.” 

In a postscript to the letter, Lord wrote 
his wife that his death would give her and 
the children $50,000, the amount of insur- 
ance on his life and that with this they 
could maintain their social position. He also 
told her where she could find the articles 
of jewelry he had been forced to pawn, and 
concluded with an injunction ‘‘not to tell 
the children what a bad father they had.’’ 

Henry J. Lord, a brother, received a let- 
ter yesterday from Robert. It was dated 
Sept. 29, and read: 

‘Dear Brother—You did not meet me to- 
day. I have hired a house at 348 Summit 
avenue, Mount Vernon, and if vou come 
there you will find mein the bathroom. Tell 
Annie. ROBERT.” 

lt was upon receipt of this letter that a 
search of the house was made. All the 
doors were locked and the windows fas- 
tened. The police burst in the doors. The 
house was full of gas and the men were 
almost overcome. he body of Lord was 
found in the bathroom, his coat and shoes 
off and his head resting on a satchel.

By the terms of the agreement, which 
was signed by both parties, only union men 
are to be employed. 

The settlement was reached at a confer- 
ence held at the office of Mr. Forman in 
East St. Lowis and lasted several hours. 

Mr. Forman, acting for the owners of 
the road. had submitted an agreement to 
the men a week ago and they had accepted 
it, but when they came together to affix 
their Signatures he wanted to make a 
couple of changes in it. As the men re- 
garded these as vital they would not con- 
sent to the changes. 

The principal was in reference to in- 
creasing the number of employes so that 
there would be enough for them to have 
an independent untan. He insisted that the 
company have the right to name these 


men. 

The strikers contended that if this was 
done the company would control enough 
men to determine the action of the union 
in all eases where a two-thirds vote was 
required. As a two-thirds vote is required 
for the union to stand by a 
member the result would be that t 
pany could discharge, one by one, 
the original union men. 

The strikers finally consented to the com- 
naming two of the new men. This 
gives them’‘more than two-thirds of the 
emploves.

Thomas F. Howard, who claims to live 
at $17 North Sixteenth street, St. Louis, 
und to be in the employ of the National 
Collecting Agency, with office No. 213 Poz- 
zoni building, is locked up in the East St.

The three women then 
fled to the rear court, where they were 
discovered and slain, as was also a native 
woman teacher. The bodies were thrown 
Into the flames of the burning mission 
building, after having been beheaded. The 
eads were taken to Tai Yuan and placed 
in the baskets on the gates, and it is said 
the hearts of the men were cut out and 
carried to Pekin. One hundred native 
Christians were killed at the same time, 
of them being converts of the Roman 
Catholic Mission. These people had no 
means of resistance and were simply 
slaughtered. 

Among the missionaries whose fate is 
unknown up to the present are Mr. and 
Ogden of the Swedish mission at 
Yung Ning Chou, 50 miles southwest of 
They escaped with their 
boat. but have not since been 
heard of. At Chien Yi two women, Miss 
Palmer and Misg® rench, were stationed. 
They are known iv «ave escaped as far as 
Hung Tung. Chinese soldiers report that 
some foreigners were killed in that vicinity. 


THE CROPS IN ILLINOIS. 


Rain Delays Fall Seeding and Fruit Is 
Damaged Thereby. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 3.—The follow- 
ing is the weekly climate and crop bulletin 
of the Illinois section, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
The weather was warm early in the week 


and cool later. Rainy weather has been 
general throughout the state and has in- 
terfered somewhat with farm work and has 
delaved the maturing of corn. It has, how- 
ever, placed the soil in’ excellent condition 
for plowing and seeding, and a great deal 
of this work has be@n accomplished. In 
some parts of the state, especially in the 
northern and central districts, wheat and 
rve are already up and making ood 
growth. While the acreage seeded to wheat 
promises to less than the average, in a 
few localities it will be greater. Many 
farmers have delayed seeding on account of 
Hiessian fly. 

Corn is now practically all safe from 
frost, and that which will be cut is now in 
shock. Husking has begun in many places 
and a large yield is being cribbed. The 
vield in the south is better than had been 
exvected., 

Except in a few localities in the southern 
district pastures are in fine condition; the 
rains of the week having caused an im- 
provement in their alréady excellent con- 
dition, and good grazing is promised for the 
fall. Meadows are also growing well and 
coming into fine condition for winter. Con- 
siderable fall seeding of timothy has been 
done. Potatoes are being dug and a good
